WAR REMINISCENCES 


OF THE BETHEL COMPANY, 

Company I, Fifth-Maine Regiment. 

. By Col. Clark S. Edwards. 

NJJMBEK V. ‘ 

Bethel also lost dt Salem Church 
one of her noblest sons and finest 
soldiers, so far ms my knowledge 
enables me to speak, Washington 
Frye Brown, who was born in 
Bethel, Nov. 11th, 1829, son of the 
late Simeon and Sophia Holt 
Brown, who at one time lived in 
the house now owned by Seth 
Walker, known as the John Gar¬ 
land house, and later lived for 
twelve years or more at Middle 
Intervale, in the house below the 
Carter brick house, then known 
as the Carter Mansion. Here 
Brown was living when he enlist¬ 
ed in the Bethel Company. I do 
not feel competent to do him jus¬ 
tice in these brief sketches. We 
were the best of friends before the 
war. We had worked together, 
camped in the same tent, eaten at 
the same table, drank from the 
same canteen, in fact, we had en¬ 
joyed eacb others’ confidence and 
esteem for years. He was appoint¬ 
ed Orderly Sergeant of the Bethel 
Company before I turned the com¬ 
mand over to Capt. J. B. Walker. 
Later we recommended him for 
2nd Lieut, in the Company, but 
for s ome reason unknown to me, 
even ’to this day, his commission 
never -reached the regiment. 

Whether or not the fact that he 
was an admirer of “Little Mac” 
had anything to do with the with¬ 
holding of the commission, I can¬ 
not say, though I know that no 
man of the Fifth Maine deserved 
promotion more than he did. He 
died a plain Sergeant, falling fatal¬ 
ly wounded in the abdomen on 
that last line of battle near Salem 
Church, May 3, 1863. I -requested 
his brother, Orrin, to look after 
his remains, as I supposed he was 
dying at the time. 

As we lay there in camp, every¬ 
thing being quiet after the terrible 
day through which we had passed, 
I could hear the' moaning and the,' 
sighing of the wounded. A sad 
night for us - all.- A third of our 
number gone. Just as I had fallen 
asleep, I was aroused by a touch 
on my shouldgr. Awakening, I 
found O. S. Brown at my side, who 
had come at the request of his 
brother, Washington, for myself 
and Chaplain Adams, whom he 
wished to see, knowing that he 
could not long survive. I quietly 
moved among the boys till I found 
the chaplain; informing him of 
-Brown’s request, we at once start¬ 
ed in search of'the dying comrade, 
whom we' found in an old dilapi¬ 
dated house on oiir picket line. • 

. The night was 'hot and the air 
was sulphurous, the’ smoke of bat¬ 
tle haying settled ' down upon the 
field.' We quietly entered the 
house,'the rebel-picket being near. 
Total - darkness prevailed', • for it 
would not do to have a light when 
the enemywas only a few rods dis- 
tant. • The groans of’ the suffering 
and dying man made known his 
whereabouts. He lay upon the 
floor -upon his blanket. I gave 
him some water, and he rallied a 
little, when he asked the good old 
chaplain to’ pray: - There in the 
still hours of the night at the side 
of our dear friend and noble sol¬ 
dier, whose life was-* fast ebbing 
away, the chaplain' offered prayer 
in a low tone of -voice, asking the 
God of battles to soothe the pain 
and suffering and to give him 
strength that would enable him to 
be moved. - : 

After words ot consolation , and 
cheer by the chaplain,. Brown '* ask¬ 
ed me to taka him to the hospital 
tent. We at once undertook to 
carry .out his wishes, the chaplain, 

| Orrin Brown, a. picket guard and 
myself taking hold Of the blanket 
by its four corners, put poor Brown 
could not endure the pain caused 
,by this manner 'of removal. We 
then tore a door from Its hinges 
and - placed - him upon this. 
So,me*hoise:'was necessarily made 
;when,-the door was taken/;* down:-. 
The rebel picket; undoubtedly 
(hearing-this, fired at the old build¬ 
ing, for shot came, crashing; 
through the house. We carried 
iBrown bn'the door from the place 
Where we found him, back into our 
lines, hear the hospit al tent, where 
- ( we met' some ' stretcher-bearers 
.who were coming for him, when 
; we gave him intptheir care. . - 

It .was -then that I clashed- 
ibis :h,an.d- for the last time; 
bidding him ..good bye ..till we ; 
meet again wherd, wars will not 
! be known. Orrin remained with, 
his brother till morning, when he 
was taken to Washington with the 
rest of the wounded of the 6th 
Corps, where he died the following 
day. The chaplain and myself 
wended our way baok to what was 
left of the regiment. Not a word was 
spoken by either of us ; our hearts 


were too full for utterance. 

If everBethel’s history in the war 
should be again written, Washing¬ 
ton F. Brown’s record should have a 
prominent place, for no braver 
man or better soldier ever left the 
town wo love so well. His life and 
Character should be sacredly cher¬ 
ished, for his friends, comrades, 
and townsmen can point with 
1 pride and admiration to his re¬ 
cord as a soldiers, who gave his 
life for the Union. 

You all remember-Salem Heights, that 
dreadful Sunday night 
When we charged into the jaws of 
• death with 5 the Fifth- Maine on the 

.. right, * 

Where hundreds of our. boys went down 
'before the leaden rain, 

And^side by side.in.heaps they lay, the 
’■»“Onestei's” and Fifth Maine. 

'V . : • / 

How we grieved and wept that night, as 
v .we lay on that field so red, 

Thinking of the dreadful carnage and 
ourSnany comrades dead! 

They were our best and bravebt—in the 
front we see them yet! 

We will all their names remember and 
their deeds will ne’er forget. 

Stephen Estes, Jr., was born in 
East Bethel, June 23, 1821, was 
mustered into the Bethel Com¬ 
pany Aug. 30,1862, and was dis¬ 
charged for disability, Oct. 23 
following. He was ill the charge at 
Crampton Pass, hut was not in the 
Antietam fight. I think that he 
died some years ‘ago in one of the 
new western states. 

Washington B. Bobertson, pri¬ 
vate in Company I, was born in 
Bethel, Sept. 20, 1826. He was a 
son of Samuel Bobertson and lived 
on what is now called Bobertson 
Hill.- He was taken prisoner at 
Bull Bun, July 21, 1861, and 
sent to Libby Prison, Bichmond, 
Va., where be remained till the 
following December, when he re¬ 
turned to the company, remain¬ 
ing with us a.short time, but poor 
health, occasioned by five months 
of prison life, compelled him to 
lake a leave of absence. 

. He returned to his old home on 
the Hill, where under his mother’s 
care he partly regained his 
strength, though never became the 
strong * and rugged’ man that he 
was before enlistment. ■ 

In June, 1862, he again joined 
the company and participated in 
‘the Peninsular Campaign, ; which 
ill eluded Gaines Hill ; Charles City, 
Cross Boads and Malvern Hill, 
linbertson.did his last work on the 
field during the Maryland Cam¬ 
paign, which was conducted by 
that noble leader, McLellan. 

On account of failing health, he 
was discharged- from the service 
and returned to his boyhood home, 
where he remained a year or two. 
I next heard of him atManchester, 
N. H., where he was at work when¬ 
ever his strength would allow. 
Meeting- him one day on the 
street, I asked him why he did not 
apply for a pension, saying’that if 
any man deserved assistance from* 
the government, he was the man'.- 
I volunteered to do what I could 
for him, but h'e'Teplied that he 
would never ask the government 
for a cent, so long as he could earn 
it. ’ ' - ■ ' : - - - 

A few years later, completely 
broken down in health,' he made 
application for a pension^' I made 
as strong affidavit in his-behalf as 
was possible, also" secured fcbe best 
of evidence from his comrades and 
townsmen, but the red tape of the' 
pension department at 'Washing¬ 
ton delayed action on his papers, 
when no clearer . case, in my be¬ 
lief, was ever presented. 

Poor Bobertson died without 
ever receiving a. pension. In his 
last sickness, he was kindly cared 
for by the Grand Army, in Port¬ 
land. Everything was done by 
bis comrades' to administer relief, 
but death soon followed. He was 
buried on the hillside near his 
old home. No stone or slab 
marks his resting place, though 
his old comrades remember him 
with flowers and flags as regular¬ 
ly as Memorial Day comes.'

CAUFORmTlETTER. 

,January 10,1S97. 
Dear Bethel Neavs : 

The new year is now Avell started 
on its cycle of months and seasons, 
according to the divisions and 
measurements of time in use for 
reckoning our whereabouts in life 
on this planet, Earth. As the 
midwinter mark is nearly reached 
I will once more report to the read¬ 
ers of the News the kind of season 
■the winter has thus far been in 
semi-tropic Southern California. 

A glance backivard shows No¬ 
vember to ha\ T e been a most faA 7 or- 
able month, in all respects, to the 
interests of the farmers and or- 
ehardists in this section of the 
state. The year of 1896 was what 
is called a dry year, as there was 
less than one half the usual amount 
of rainfall. The rains coming as 
they did so early in the month 
and three of them plentiful, which 
came in the right time and the 
right wav to do the greatest 
amount of good, was a benefit that 
wus much appreciated by all. 

The ranchers Avere relieved from 
further need of irrigation; and the 
grain fields Avere prepared for the 
early sowing of the grain. 

The last three mornings of No¬ 
vember were cold enough to bring 
the mercury down to 35 degrees at 
seven in the morning, when a little 
frost was seen,- and ice as thick as 
window glass formed on water 
standing in troughs and pails out¬ 
side. As these slight' frosts are 
said to be needed for the early 
sweetening of the oranges, the 
frosts, as well as the rains, were 
considered timely. The days of 
this month, which in other parts 
of the Avorld ,are often bleak and 
dreary, were here of the pleasant¬ 
est aiid most charming sort; days 
that tempted one to pass-the time, 
as much as possible, in the open 
air. Very comfortable it Avas to 
have open windows and doors, or sit 
out upon the porches, in the shade 
of vines, to screen one from the rays 
of the oyer-warm sun as it shone 
down full in open places. A month 
for Thanksgiving for needs sup¬ 
plied, and for its beautiful weather. 
December, AVhieh is called the dan¬ 
ger month : to orange raising, has 
been an entire exception to' the 
general rule, as throughout the 
month there was neither wind or 
frost. From the first day to the 
fifteenth, was a succession of 
bright, clear days that no adjective 
is too glowing to use in describing. 

| A rain of a day and a night in du¬ 
ration again wet up the earth, 
followed by the same kind of love¬ 
ly Aveather, when on the 28th came 
a smart rain of a few hours’ time. 
Christmas day was somewhat 
cloudy, but a nice day withal. 
New Year’s Day dawned clear, with 


a gloriously painted, sunrise sky> 
setting an example for the days 
that immediately followed, whicli 
were closely Imitated for onb third 
of this January. And now we are 
again in the midst of another wel¬ 
come rain which is fast relieving 
the anxiety that was beginning to 
be felt by tillers of the-soil in 
these parts, AA’ho were fearing an¬ 
other lack of rainfall sufficient fur 
the Avater supply through the long 
dry season Avhen irrigation has to 
be depended upon to keep all that 
grows from suffering. 

After each rain the mountains 
are garmented in snow and at 
these times shoAV up grandly 
white and glittering in the sun¬ 
shine, above the green of tlie val¬ 
ley beloAV. The rays of the ' sun 
soon melt away all hut the snow 
hood;, and this tlie mountains 
never put off from the time' the 
rains begin until into summer. 
The rains usually come in showers, 
so that during a tAA r o or three days’ 
rain—I will not say Storm, as it is 
seldom it could be called that— 
one is often deceived into believ¬ 
ing it has cleared. and is over. 
One can then take a drive some¬ 
where or go about on any errands, 
as there is very little mud to hin¬ 
der one’s movements, and will af¬ 
terward >he surprised to see the, 
rains again falling in a lively 
manner. Such is the rainy season; 
mostly fair and lovely weather. 

If one feels, ever, they would like 
a whiff of real winter as they know 
it In the north country, they can 
have it by climbing, as in ascend¬ 
ing tbe mountain heights, any de¬ 
gree of temperature from mild to 
arctic Avinter can be found. 

There is always, during the 
months of rain, a winter scene in 
view by lifting tbe eyes to these 
mountain tops, where the Uorth- 
Avind is busy driving the snow 
along, or Avhirling it high into the 
air, seen against the background of 
deep blue sky. 

As often as we see this picture of 
Avinter without experiencing any 
of its discomforts, Ave feel like con¬ 
gratulating ourselves that wo have 
passed to a safe distance beyond 
tbe bounds over AVhieh that 
sort of winter may not cross. 
If one then faces about there are 
the green hills Avliich have been 
getting green and greener since 
tbe first rains—a scene of verdure 
that is in strong contrast to that ‘ 
opposite, and more in harmony 
Avith tbe ripening of the, oranges 
and all the bloom and Avarmth of 
the valley below. The roses still 
bloom as in other seasons; and 
that there is still an abundance 
of flowers, and particularly of ros¬ 
es, was manifested by the fact of 
the Tournament of Boses in Pasa¬ 
dena on New Year’s Day—a festival 
which many Pomona people at¬ 
tended and looked upon with Avon- 
der and delight. This annual fes¬ 
tival is a source of Avonder to the 
stranger from the East, whether 
seen for the first time or many, 
and a Avorthy centerpiece of that 
lovely city, The Grown of the Val¬ 
ley. 

The orange crop of this season 
is one of the finest that ever ripen¬ 
ed in Southern California. The 
oranges are without a scar or blem¬ 
ish, and shine like gold .balls 
among the dark, glossy, green foli¬ 
age of the orange trees. The fruit 
has ripened about a month earlier 
than fist'year, and is, this early, 
very sAveet and luscious, though it 
is said it is not at its best until 
about the lst of February. About 
one tbird of tbe oranges In the 
southern part of the state have 
been shipped to eastern markets 
already, and much of this in sea¬ 
son for the Christmas trade of the 
large cities there. 

Great improvements are going 
on in road-making in Pomona. 
In many parts of the toAvn men 
and teams are at AA r ork hauling a 
kind of gra\ r el or decomposed rock, 
which, When Avet and trodden, 
hardens to become like cement, 
making fine roads for driving or 
for the heavy loads which cut the 
ordinary roads so badly, and are 
also free from dust in summer. 

Many strangers are in our midst, 
and among them are some who 
have come to stay ; others there 
are Avho would do so could they 
dispose of property in the East, 
satisfactorily. But the prosperity 
of the country which all are await¬ 
ing has not yet reached that desir¬ 
able stage. „ The people of Southern 
California haye^I belieA 7 e, as little 
cause for complaint over the exist¬ 
ing conditions,' for there is here an ’ 
abundance • of sunshine and 
Avarmth, without great expense 
! for fuel and clothing, and it is 
possible to raise from the soil a 
large part of all that is needed to 
sustain life, and so are better 
enabled to keep the “wolf from the 
door” than in less favored, places.

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AN UNJUST CRITICISM. 


Substantiated by None Who Have 
the Progress of Our Common 
Schools at Heart. 

This morning oar attention was 
called to an article which appeared 
in our neighboring, paper, The 
Norway Advertiser, recently, con 
eernmg State Superintendent Stet¬ 
son and his annual report, recent¬ 
ly issued. Han this criticism been 
made by one interested in educa¬ 
tion, and who was'dissatisfled with 
the work which is being accom¬ 
plished through Mr. Stetson’s en¬ 
ergies, owing perhaps, to any ina¬ 
bility on Ms part to do- the work, 
it would seem to have more 
weight f hut reference to one of the 
first statements made, that the 
writer never met Mr. Stetson, and 
knew nothing of his work, leads us 
to question the motive which ac¬ 
tuated the writing of this article. 

Such an attack made by one who 
acknowledges that he has no ac¬ 
quaintance with Mr. Stetson, neith¬ 
er any knowledge of his work, is 
unjust, not only to Mr. Stetson, 
but to those who have placed him 
in the official position which he 
now occupies; and we feel that, if 
a knowledge of the good work in 
the line of common schools which 
has been carried on by Mr. Stetson 
for years before he was appointed 
to Ms present position, had been 
possessed by the critic, these ad¬ 
verse criticisms would not have 
been made. 

The charge is made that the re¬ 
port; contains "needless balk;” that 
* a book of 150 pages would be large 
enough to contain all its facts. If 
there were notMng but facts,* this 
might be true; but it contains 
something besides facts. No one 
who has carefully read this report, 
who has any knowledge of the con¬ 
dition of our common schools, 
and who has the success of these 
schools at-heart, can make 
charge. For to those who are direct¬ 
ly interested in our school s,whether 
they be teacher, superintendent or 
parent, this book is of positive 
yalue, and should occupy a place 
second to none in the line of helps 
derated to school work. Pres. Wm. 
DeWitt Hyde of Bowdoln college, 
in Ms recent address before the 
Maine Pedagogical Society, said 
concerning the report in question 
“The State Superintendent has 
done an audacious thing. He 
has had the courage to tell the 
plain and awful truth about these 
schools of ours; not only has he 
whispered it in the ears of a few 
friends, but he has published it 
from the house-top; yes, what is 
worse, he has put it in print, and 
scattered it to the ends of the 
earth.. Now, in all this I believe 
that he has done wisely. . 4 t is of 
no use to hush- up a bad state of 
affairs. As some one else has said 
in justification of pessimism, ‘In a 
world where everything is bad it is 
good to know the worst.’ AVe know 
th@: worst: about our common 
schools at last; not verbal descrip 
tion merely, but in the unimpeach¬ 
able veracity of cold figures, furn¬ 
ished by the officers, of these 
schools themselves.” 

A. E. WInsMp, of Boston, one of 
the greatest educators in New Eng¬ 
land, in a recent lecture on “Hor¬ 
ace Mann,” said:: “Next in rank to 
the great educational report Issued 
by Horace Mann, in 1845, is the re¬ 
port of Hon. W. W. Stetson, State 
Superintendent of the common 
schools of Maine.” This, truly, is 
high praise coming from such 
source, but we find the general ten- 
dehey of the friends of education 
is to substantiate it. We have 
many other similar comments 
upon this report made by the press, 
but it is hot necessary to give them 
We admire Mr. Stetson’s moral 
courage which was manifested in 
placing this report before the citi¬ 
zens of Maine, picturing, as it does, 
the actual condition of our com 
mon schools, for courage it cer 
tainly required. He doubtless was 
. well aware that when .this work 
should appear before the public, a 
storm of adverse criticism, person¬ 
al ridicule, and unbounded sar¬ 
casm, would be hurled at him by 
those whose loyalty to their state 
and,its schools is drowned by the 
favoritism and personal greed 
which predominates within them 
Personal knowledge of Mr. Stet¬ 
son’s brilliant career as an educa¬ 
tor has prompted us to write this 
short vindication of his noble work. 

He is a man ever alive Mall ques¬ 
tions of educational refonn, having 
won by his persistent effort an'd 
untiring energy along this line, ah 
enviable position among the edu¬ 
cators of New England, : j 

Mr. Stetson has a high ideal cjf 
what our common schools should 
be; but show us _ an educator who 
will say it Is too high—there are 
none. Many are there, on the con¬ 
trary, who will say these Ideals are 
the heights to which we 'must 
ascend, ere we shall have made 


the advancement in our system of 
common schools which Is being 
made along all other lines; and we 
I believe that this unfortun ate report 
will do more towards bringing our 
schools up to the standard to 
which the friends of education de¬ 
sire to see them brought, than any¬ 
thing else which has been put be¬ 
fore the public for years. 

We congratulate Mr. Stetson on 
the way in which he has entered 
upon the arduous duties devolving 
upon him, and bid him God speed 
in the noble work of reform which 
he has begun.

NEW MEXICO LETTER. 

Mesilla Park, Jan. 1897 

Dear Friend :- 
Yes, I have actually been to 
a bull fight In old Mexico!'Are 
you good people of Bethel shocked 
beyond expression? Well, it is 
bad enough, but not quite so bar¬ 
barous as I expected to* find., it. 
Even though you are shocked, 
know you^will all be anxious to 
read about it. I intended to spend 
part of my Christmas . vacation in 
El Paso, so as soon as _ convenient 
after school closed a party. of two 
young ladies and myself started 
out to see the .sights; one of the 
first things we resolved to do, was 
to attend a bull fight, which 
came off on the day of our arrival 
With our party increased to seven 
we proceeded to take the funny 
little . mule car • and . .cross 
over from El Paso into Juarez 
Mexico. On our way to the fight, 
we again visited the old church, 
erected in 1549, and I took several 
views of it, both of the carving 
and the tower where the bells

We then walked up through 
the markets where the 
men and women sit by the road 
side gelling pottery, fruits, nuts, 
chili and the like; it reminded me 
of one of the cities of the East-, 
Jerusalem and the like, just as I 
have seen them in pictures of 
them.

Biff Cotton I’resses. 

Of the many cotton presses which 
were in operation in New Orleans 60 
years ago the two principal ones were 
the Levee cotton press and the Orleans 
cotton press. They were large and: mass¬ 
ive buildings, each occupying, like, most 
of the others, a square of ground. The 
Levee cotton press was built in 1832 by 
a company bearing the same name at a 
cost of $500,000 and was two stories 
high. It compressed some 200,000 bales 
of cotton a year. The Orleans press, also 
fronting on the river, occupied an area 
of 632 feet by 308, the buildings nearly 
covering the whole space. This press, 
which was begun in 1833 and completed 
in 183o, costover $753,000, compressed 
about 150,000 bales per annum and 
could store 5o, 000 bales of cotton. Its 
immense length gave it a very imposing 
appearance from the river.—New Or¬ 
leans Picayune. 


Ink on Tickers. 

_ Ih every stock and news ticker is a 
littfe steel, type wheel, from which the 
imprints are made. It is a costly piece 
of Work, and when the ticker was first 
introduced the company controlling 
them was embarrassed to find that the 
ink used had such a corrosive effect that 
after a few days’ nse the wheel was 
worthless. By way of experiment one of 
the steel heels was placed in a bath of 
ink. In 24 hours it had disappeared en¬ 
tirely. Aij operator who has since be¬ 
come a reporter set to work and patent¬ 
ed an ink which is now used in all tick¬ 
ers. By its nse the life of a type wheel 
is prolonged to nine years. The ink is 
absolutely noncorrosive.—New York 
Mail and Express. 

Government Marriage Dower. 

Providing marriage portions for poor 
young girls is the object of a govern- 
ment fnnd in Italy. Without a dower it 
would be almost impossible for a girl to 
Be married, and this form of charity is 
said: to be highly appreciated. The an¬ 
nual sum available for this purpose find 
distributed every year among the mar¬ 
riageable young girls is £500,000. Td.be 
a recipient it is necessary for the appli¬ 
cant to prove her good reputation and 
character by several witnesses, to show 
that she has no means available and 
that the young man who wishes to mar¬ 
ry her has a trade.
